British Premier Declares Reparation Bill Not Extrava- 


gant; Germany Sees Era of Economic 


Slavery 


(By the Associated Press) 


BIRMINGHAM, England—Premier Lloyd George in a 


speech here today dealing with the recent meeting of the allied 
supreme council, said that before the last election he laid it 
down that Germany was morally boiind to pay for the wanton 
damage sheJiad inflicted, but that one could only get from a 
debtor what'he was capable of paying. 


He asserted, in this connection 


that Germany must not be allowed 
to pay in a way that would injure 
th<) country receiving payment—by 
cheap goods, for example. 


Mr. Lloyd George said his advice 


to Germany would be to accept the 
bill and not allow herself to be mis- 
led by passion awd repeat the follies 
of 1914. 


The burden imposed by the allied 


council, he said, was not extrava- 
gant. It was not 'a question of im- 
posing economic slavery on the Ger- 
man workers, he insisted. 
Some- 


body had to pay for the devastation 
of France, and should it, he asked, 
be the workers of France who had 
resisted the foe.

Germany Disagrees. 


(By tho Associated Press") 


BERLIN—It was officially stated 


that Germany has declined to at- 
tend the allied financial conference 
of experts in Brussels beginning 
next Monday. 


A conference of tihe premiers of 


the individual German states was 
held here this morning to consider 
the situation created by the allied 
reparations demands. The Bavarian 
people's party, .which is the strong- 
est group in tie Bavarian govern- 
ment, has issued a statement to the, 
effect that if the Berlin, government 
yields either in-"bhe--matter of dis- 
armament or reparations the result 
will be acute tension between Bava- 
ria and the Berlin administration. 


The German federation of trades 


unions issued a manifesto today pro- 
testing against the reparations de- 
cisions reached in Paris and declar- 
ing "slavery,, which has been abol- 
ished in Africa, is to be introduced 
in Europe."

Trucks 


A high license fee for automobile 


;rucks is proposed in a bill offered 
Saturday morning in the house by 
Assemblyman James 1. Oliver of 
BrSwn county. Automobile trailers 
will have to be licensed'as well as 
automobiles. If the truck 
weighs 


less than 6,100 pounds the license 
fee shall be $25. The fees increase 
to $60, where the weight of the 
truck is over 10,000 pounds.

man W. A, Freehoff, of Waukedha 
and indications are that a' bitter 
fight will develop between the pro- 
gressives, backing the Blaine 
bill, 


ami the conservatives, who are ex- 
peeled to support ths Freehoff meas- 
ure. 


William J. Morgan, attorney gen- 


eral and a stalwart leader, has been 
drawn into the fight as under the 
present law, and under the Freehoff 
measure, he has a voice in. the mar- 
keting division as a member of the 
board which nominates the director 
of markets and assists him in for- 
mulating the departmental policies. 
The administration bill proposes .to 
abolish this power by having the 
governor appoint 
the 
marketing 


head..a,s:,a .commissioner of .an. inde- 
pendent department. 


The administration bill would give 
this new department control over 
';he production of mines, factories, 
agriculture, horticulture, dairying 
and live stock, poultry and bee rais- 
ing; over the marketing, packingj 
storing, offering or shipping of their 
products to anypoint within the state 
and to quote the language of tihe 
bill over "all articles and commodi- 
ties in general use." 


Following the suggestions of the 


governor's message, control of co- 
operative associations also is vest- 
ed in the proposed 
commissioner, 


with authority to assist in the or- 
ganization, operation or reorganiza- 
tion of such associations and to pre- 
scribe uniform accounting systems 
for them, investigate their affairs at 
the request of- their members,- and 
keup check on their, pro-motion ex- 
penses. 


He also would be authorized to 
ssist in organization of public mar- 
'iets and in their regulation; to fix 
.standards; regulate 
marking and 


"agging; establish uniform Wiscon- 
-in brands, with labels and trade- 
Tiarks; regulate competition and 
fair trade practices; prohibit waste 
ind - duplication in the marketing of 
food products and fuel; and issue 
orders, with the consent of the gov- 
ernor, to avert, relieve or terminate 
scarcity of food or fuel in any local- 
ity. 


Penalties for violation of various 


provisions of the act range from re- 
vocation of licenses to fine ranging 
from $500 in some cases to ?5,000 in 
others, and jail sentences ranging 
from six months to otie year. 


The bill also provides for the ap- 


pointment of a marketing commis- 
sion attorney by the market com- 
missioner, and stipulates tihat he 
•shall be an assistant attorney gener- 
al, but serve under direction of the 
marketing department, devoting all 
his time to its affairs. 


The Freohoff bill, while mwoh less 


drastic in its provisions, proposes to 
abolish the present dairy and food 
department, 
and transfer J. Q. 


Emery, who was recently, appointed

Wilson Wants 
U.S. Force of 
280,000 Men 


(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON—President 
Wil- 


son today vetoed the joint resolu- 
tion directing the war department 
to stop army recruiting until the 
force is reduced to 175,000 men. 
. Returning the measure to 
the 


house, the president said he 
was 


"unable to see in the condition of 
the world at large or in the needs 
of the United States any change" 
that would justify a restriction on 
the minimum enlisted strength of 
280,000 men provided for in the re- 
cently enacted army reorganization 
bill. 


Quoting the resolution as restrict- 


ing the enlisted strength of 
the 


army to 175,000 men, ihe president 
says: 


"No provision is made iu the res- 


olution for the preservation 
of any 


proportionate strength in the com- 
batant corps of the army and 
a 


mere discontinuance of enlistment 
would for a long time preserve the 
staff corps disproportionately 
en- 


listed and the combatant corps in- 
sufficiently manned to maintain the 
instruction and training which ought 
to be assured if an-army of 175,000 
men is to be efficient in proportion 
to its aggregate number."

Last evening's concert cf songs, 


presented by the Ma/rigal Club, 
was an event of double interest to 
Madison lovers of music. Either in- 
terest might have brought out a 
good.audience and it was a full 
house that greeted' the artists at the 
Presbyterian church. 


To Madison musicians possibly 


the first interest was the appearance 
of tho Madrigal Club. This splendid 
group of singers, numbering over 
thirty, has ;been working under the 
guidance of Alexius Baas. 
They 


havi achieved a real place of merit 
among Madison's music organiza- 
tions, by their concert of last even- 
ing. There are many fine voices in 
the group and a real solidarity of 
choral tone in their singing. There 
might be a bit more brilliancy to the 
upper voices, a sort that would lend 
itself to more'facility in rapid pas- 
sages; but the lower voices of the 
group have an unusually fine quality. 


The club elected to sing a pro- 


gram mostly of serious, or at least 
pensive songs; and among these 
there was much very 
delightfu* 


work. 
Many were especially 
en- 


joyed for their general acquaint- 
ance, but others not so well known 
won much applause. • The singing 
of Deep River was particularly col- 
orful. 


No small part of the success of 


the program was due to the num- 
bers sung by Madame Critten. She- 
brought to the presentation of her 
songs a most satisfying voice. The 
splendid 
uniformity 
of timbre 


throughout her contralto voice, one 
which even reaches to notes of so- 
prano range, gave her singing a de- 
lightful adequacy and freedom in 
interpretation. To her last group', 
in which Madame Critten sang per- 
haps the most enjoyed of her songs 
she was forced to a double encore.

offered in the Senate by S-en. Ben- 
nett Saturday morning.

incurring an accident on a train ex- 
ceeding 'fifty cars shall be held li- 
able in any manner. 


Sen. Kleist offered an amendment 


to his bill providing a minimum sal- 
ary of $S5 for public school teach- 
ers instead of $100 as in the orig- 
inal bill. 


The Voters' and Taxpayers' Lea- 


gue of the town of Bingham and the 
village of Bameveld petitioned the

"The markets and the railroads 


are inseparable. 
We should have 


no difficulty in agreeing that there 
should be no antagonism. 
There 


ought to be no adverse legislation," 
said Elliott Nash, general manager 
of the M. & St. L. railroad, before, 
the Get-Together market conference 
here this morning. 


"Instead of the railroads and the 


farmers being constantly subjected 
to restrictive 
legislative measures 


and have millstones hnng about 
their necks, the railroad and farmer 
should realize the necessity for team 
work. With right aims and motives 
both producers and users of railroad 
service should go hand in hand to 
the legislative and law-making bod- 
ies, not only asking but .demanding 
that railroad service and markets 
be protected and promoted. It will 
finally come to this. 


"When that time comes my pre- 


diction is that it will not be so much 
a question as to the rate as it will 
be'-a question of'what.assurance can 
be given to the producer that ade- 
quate and regular service will 
be 


furnished so that he may realize the 
full value of his efforts and a rea- 
sonable profit. 


"Railroad 
service 
encounters 


many difficulties, the most pronounc- 
ed of,which at present are, ineffi- 
cient labor, lack of morifey, and need 
ior time. We are just beginning to 
emerge from a whirlpool.^ Every- 
one, everywhere, has been intoxicat- 
ed with unrest. 
Labor has been 


hard to handle and will be for some 
time. If I were to venture a guess 
I would say that the labor leaders 
encountered just as serious difficul- 
ties as the officials of the railroads 
have. . It has been no small under- 
taking for'the labor loaders to keep 
their men in line. They have not 
been entirely successful, and, un- 
doubtedly, if the facts were known, 
the action, taken by some of the so- 
called "outlaws" during the part 
year has, to the thinking of the 
labor leaders, set them back greatly. 


"For years there seems 'to .have 


been a gap between capital and la- 
bor. 
There appears to have been a 


missing link,—the absence of that 
'something' to make labor have con- 
fidence in capital and capital confi- 
dence in labor. It is all going to be 
straightened 
out some 
day—just 


how, we do not know at this tine. 
We do know this, however, that the 
doctrine; of Americanism, coupled 
with a knowledge of the constitu- 
tion of the United States. America 
is one channel through which much 
can be accompttshed. 


"It takes money to furnish rail- 


road service. There are two ways 
to get money—earn it or borro,w it. 
The Government stands ready and 
willing to lend the railroads money, 
—ON GOOD SECURITY. .Borrow- 
ing from the Government is only a 
temporary expedient. 
You cannot 


build cars, engines, terminals, rail- 
roads, without money. Re-establish 
the railroad' credit and the-x rail- 
roads will do the rest. 


"It is going to take time to re- 


store good railroad service, to re- 
establish credit, and to bring back 
sane and normal conditions."

It is intended to pre- 
vent nraoh of the misrepresentation 
that is said to/have resulted from 
secrecy. The provision which now 
prevents returns from being pro- 
duced in court in any proceedings 
except tax proceedings in which the 
particular return is involved would 
be removed. /

BIG HEARINGS 
FOR NEXT WEEK 


Matheson Enforcement Bill 


Will be Before Commit- 


tee Wednesday 


One of'the big hearings of the leg- 


islature' will be staged Wednesday 
afternoon in the assembly chamber 
when the state affairs committee 
gives consideration to the Matheson 
bill strengthening the dry laws of 
the state. At the same time the leg- 
islature will give, consideration" to 
the Pierson resolution asking con- 
gress to pass a law which will per- 
mit the sale of light wines and beer. 


The Matheson bill is stringent in 


its provision. It makes the district 
attorney of the state county prohibi- 
tion official and imposes upon them 
the duty of enforcing the dry law. 
Scores of people from all sections of 
the state, including some of 
the 


leading manufacturers will be pres- 
ent to urge the passage of the dry 
law. 
A bushel basket full of peti- 


tions from nearly every • section. of 
the state have already been receiv- 
ed asking that the Matheson bill be 
passed. Leaders of the legislature 
will make an effort to get this bill 
out of the way early in the session 
so that it will not complicate other 
legislations. 
On Thursday the house education 


committee will give a hearing to the 
Matheson bill which 
provides that 


men who are in the military service 
of the state for 60 days during the 
world war shall be eligible to come 
under the soldiers educational law 
The present law fixes 90 days ser- 
vice as the requirement. If the re- 
quirement period is reduced thirty 
days it will give an educational op- 
portunity to about 100 men in the 
state. 


The finance committee on Tues- 


day will give a hearing to 
the 


French bill fixing the salary of the 
editor of tho Blue Book of $2,500 
per year. The Killian bill to create 
the office of inspector of boilers at a 
salary of $2,500 a year will be given 
a hearing by the finance committee 
on Thursday. 
On Friday the fin- 


ance committee will hold hearings 
on the Higgir.s bill appropriating 
$100,000 for the erection of a joint 
capitol building in the city of Mil- 
waukee. 


Assemblyman J. B. French an-

Several bills relating to. eight-

The two most 
important bills on this subject are 
the Hasley bill for an eight-hour 
day ori all state printing contracts, 
and the Conway bill which declares 
the public policy' of the state to be 
in favor of an eight hour day.
